and ended on ne? che 8th: followng. 
Giving an Acconnt of moſt of the Remarkable Tryals there, viz. for Murder, Fel- 


lonies and Burglarjes, &c. with a particular Relation of their Names,and the pla- 


ces of their committing their Fats, with the number of thoſe Condemned to die, 
-  Burn'd io the hand, Tranſported, and to be whipt, 


T5 moſt remarkable Trials were as followeth, Iſabelle 


Sterling of L, ndon Spinſter, latea Szrvant.to one Simon 
U-rling was Indicted for ſtealing from lim her (aid Ma- 
ſter.two hundred (pounds in monies, the Wirnels ſwore againſt 
her, that upon Mr. Urlings report of the Robbery co him, he 
went in ſea:ch of the laid Ster/ig, and by ſome direQion, found 
nor only her. b it ſeveral parcels of the monies as ſhe had dif. 
poied ot it, £O ponngs 1 18 one place, . 60 pounds in another; and 
the reſt or moſt of itin her Trunk, with ſeveral parcels'of other 
Gouds, and eſpecially one remarkable piec2 of broad Gold,upon 
which he apprehended her, and took her into farcher Examina- 
tion, to which ſhe ar firſt pleaded lanocence, but afterward told 
him, that it he would let Wer a'one, her Maſter (hould have all 
his Monties again, ard thereupon de! ivered tp what was in her 
poll (Non. her plea was tharſhe did not. (teal it,; but charſhe was 
importuned by ſome near related to her Maſter: to! take rhe Key 
our of his Pocket, and to,open his Cloſet, rhe which, as ſhe 
ſaid, ſhe as ofren denied' z Celltag chem thac if -fhe Lane they, 
wronged her Maſter, ſhe would inform him of ir ; and after *

Sides, havi g oF the 243m of ' June laſt, abour 4 in the 
Morging broke 6 operr or picked the Lock of Mr. Semue! Harris 
his Warehouſe in Ba»tholomew Cloſe, and raking thence Serges 
rothe vallue .of 40 or-50 pound, the Evidence ſwore that he

the; which upon enquiry Grainger denied, but they fetching a 
Conſtable found one of them in Bed, ſcemine! ly aſſeep, and the 
other under the bed and the Sruff: in a Chamber beneath them ;_ 
upon which, and their o«n Conftctlion, they were buth found 
Guilty. of the Fellony, and Grar ger as acreſſary to it. 

The next Indiftments were tor breaking open the houſe of 
Tohn Baker, a Barber in the Pariſh at: reſa. d:; and (t-aling thence 
Pereuks Lookirg-Glafles, R:z vs, S z:rs, Napkins and orber 
Goodsto- the wy Ba of 16 pounds, ſeveral of the ſaid things b-ing 
fourd between the Tiles and the Seiling.the laſt was tor Robivg 
one Charles Thomſon of the Parifh of St. Bridzs Barber, ot the like 
Inſtrametbts, of both thiſ: Mor and Sid:s were found Guilty, - 
Sides having been burnt in the hand the laſt Seſſions, 

Mary Clark of St. Buttolphs without Algate was tried for killing 
her ar BaſtardChild, which was found thrown into a Vaule

je was ſtill -borr; and that ſhe Cried out for help but cou'd net 
hone to deliver ber; bur there being no provk of ir,” and the Stra- 
tute made in char Caſe ro prevent I'ch Judeneſs read, ſhe was 
found' Guilry of the unnatural Murcher, 

$. ſunnah Warner Rectived her Trial, for that ſhe in the Com. 
pany of ove Woman and three Men came into a Victualling 
houte; in Se. Martins in the Fields, and after having called for 
drink}, to far obſerved cheir opportunity as to break open a Box 
or Dc+k.char ſtood in the nexc Room. to them, and taking thence 

rhree Gold-Rings, one broa? piece, half a Guinny, and 7 pounds 
in mony ; ſhe pleaded nor Gnilry , but (ome remarkable pieces 
of rhe money being found abonr her, with ſeveral other points 
of'inaterial Evidence ſhe was through the Commiſeration of che 
Court ro her young years found Guilty only to the vallue of ro 4. 

. William 'efloodt of the Par'(h of AGton was Arraigneda.'d r i. 
ed tor Killing one 7 remizh Wormvil, the Circumſtances proy. d 
ths, the Priſoner going along the Road overrook the decealed, 
ant having a little Boy with him, the boy went to rut by the 
decealed's Cart that he ws chen driving, and as it was !:ppoſed 
made. his horſes ſtart whereupon he cook, the boy and threw hint 
upon a Dunghil that was hard by 3. the which lo jncen'ed-the Frj- 
ſoner thar he ſtruck him a box on che. Far -with his Fiſt as mode 
him ſtaggar till he tell under the Wheel of his own Cart fo chat 
e're any one could ſave him, though as ie'was ſworn the Priſoner 
endeavoured 1, the Wheel went 0\Eer his. Neck of which Morral 
bruiſe he inſtancly died, but there being no tormer. Mallice he- 
rween the Prifoccr and the deceaſed proved, thr: Pritoder t6und 
Guilcy. only of Manſlaughter. 

Sammuel Griffin, William Abbot, Edward Prichard, and Edzad 
Williams were Arraigned and tried for entrigig the houte of a pc r- 
ſon of Honour in Holbourn; and raking'itherite 7'Dimack Curra'ns 
one Gold embroidered Bulr?! one Swanskin Curtain, a Sk Qt r, 
they being ſeen witn a parcel” of Good: upon.their Back 'n bro. 
Lane, and know'h to be ſuſpicious. Fellows, were followed an! 
after they were houſed, apprehended by-a. Conſtable wvirh TW 2. 
toreſaid Goods, vvhich upoun-euquiry vvere lovn,. ovvned : 
upon his Try al endeavoured ro excuſethe reſt, ſaying be 4 ; 
them hid in St. Pauls building, and; that G+effin vvas no 
vvays acquainted vvith him, but they mer ar the houle accidenra! - 
ly,the other tvvo being youchs vyere found Ciley of Percilace- 
naries only, and they being old Offendors brouz ht in Gui'ty of 
the Fellony, |

757 1 Coxch-man, the manner was as follow« th : Philip Dougty ha- 
ving been in the Scrand with another Gentlemau was returning to the Pallace- 
yard on Forr, but thedeceaſed ſtanding in the ſtreet with his Coach,plying them 
for a Fare, they took Coach, the Gentleman with the Pryſoner being ſer down 
about Ch:ring-Croſs, he drove the ſaid Eſquire Doughty, to the Houſe of a 
a perſon ot Quality in Pallace- yard and there ſetting him down he gave the de- 
ceaſed a 5, but rot being contentd asked him for 64, more, which he refuſing 
to give him as he ſaid, the deceaſed gave him Scurrilous language, whereuon 
he beat him with this Fiſt or Cane, and going in ſhut the door upon him, at the 
noiſe of the Scuffl: , ſeveral perſons coming up, the Coachman declaring 
the buſineſs, and ſail that he would not be ſerved ſo, but running to the 
Gate bounced at it with his Foot, whereupon Doughty comioug out with his 
Smord drawn, made ſeve:al paſſes at him, whilſt he defending himſelf with his 
| Whip, and ar laſt cloſing threw him and with his Sword wounded him in the 
Breſt and in his Thigh and in ſeveral other places ſo thatabout 6 or 7 Weeks at- 
ter he dyed this being ſworn againſt Eſquire Doughty, he was fougd Guilty of 
Murther, and the othet Genrleman being Ind'Qeed as an Abberter only, and that 
not abſolutely proved, he- was acquired, | 

William Williamſon was Iadited for Robing Tuſtice Northies Coach in No- 
yemberlaſt His Wiſe and Son being therein,they tookfrom them one Necklace 
of Pearl, a Scarf, a Cravat, five or (ix ſhilling in Moneys. Aad ſome other things 
the Necklace being worth a kundied and odd Pounds : therewas about fix of. - 
them in Company, of which ſome of them have ſuffered : after they had done 
this Robery which was Commitced a little beyond Bow,they came to a Houſe in 
White Chappel, and there devided the (poyl, paying the Scarfe for their reck- 
Oning, and ſelling the Pearl at a very low Rate, this the Priſoner denyed and of- 
fered to prove where he was that Night the Robery (being done in November 
laſt.) but could not whereuponand upon the evidence of a Fellow that was in the 
Robery with him, he was.found gwilty.* My | 

lane Lani was Indicted Arraigned and tryed for Robing of one Toar Davies 
in the Pariſh of St, Martins iu the Fields, of Plates, Goods and Moneys to the 
value of forty or fifty pounds : tzking Lodgings of her, and in herabſcenſe had 
broak open her 'Boxes and was departed having taken wth her (11k Petticoates* 
Amber Necklaces, Gowas,and ſeveral other Things witheight Pounds in Money 
all amounting to the vallue above mentioned this being proved againſt her ſhe 
was found guilty of the Fellony, 

George Dixon was Indicted and upon his Tryaliound guilty of treſpaſs for 
putting away eleven or twelne falſe new half Crowns, 

Iames Care was-IndiRed ſor that heand two more broxk open a Houſe at Hown- 
flow, and there binding the ſervant maid, and ſeafing the old man and woman of 
che Houſe in their Beds, beating them 'moſt miſerably ro make them conteſs 
where their Moneys was, ſo that the woman is not yet recovered, after they. had 
plundered what Portable goods' they could find; 2s 1.innen,Pewter, Braſs and 
Moneys all they could light on, they daparted,but:the now Priſoner being taken 
he cenyed the taR,yet it being poſicivelie proved he wasConvicted having been 
known to be a Notorious offender. | [ch
